Selectman Banks told Mr. Bourgeois that the Gas Inspector comes under the 
Building Inspector. The Board explained to Mr. Bourgeois the correct method 
of collecting fees, having checks made out to the Town of Southborough, and 
placing same in the Town Treasury, then making out vouchers, so that he may 
be reimbursed for his work. It was agreed that he (Bourgeois) would "check 
up sample copies" of Gas Permits. 


7:35 P.M. Then appeared Town Accountant, Fred L. Baker, Sr., with Treasury 
Warrant #24, in the amount of $23, 183.65. 


"You will have to give us a monthly report." (This was Selectman Bartolini, 
telling Mr. Bourgeois) 


Reported tonight was telephone call as made to Selectmen, by Bernard Hodess 
who stated his Committee had organized, and that he was chosen as Chairman 
of same. It was agreed by Board members that Chairman Hodess! Committee 
would be identified as the Building Study Committee. 


VOTED: that those requesting office space in the Town Hall by notice of same 
from the Selectmen, that said notices be forwarded the Building 
Study Committee. 7 : 


7:37 P.M. Then appeared John Ginnetti, Reporter for the Marlboro Enterprise. 
7:38 P.M. Then appeared Herbert Cobb, Chairman of the School Study Vommittee. 


VOTED: that the Department of Public Utilities be notified of the appoint- 
ment of Henry Bourgeois, as Gas Inspector for the Town of South- 
borough. 


7:45 P.M. Then appeared Mrs. Dorothy Bruce, Reporter for the Worcester Teje- 


gram & Gazette. A few minutes later Town Counsel, Alfred Howes 
and Building Inspector, Roland Messier appeared. 


Mr. Cobb told the Board that the School Study Committee hoped that the fee 
for a Building Permit (School) could be waived, and that the sum of $1,000 
could be placed in a "contingency fund." According to Mr. Messier, the

General Contractor has not, as yet, applied for a Permit. According to Mr. 
Cobb, he asked Contractor "tc hold off .until after this meeting." 

Mr. Howes stated, “you can't put money in the Schocl Budget Fund." Mr. Cobb 
stated his committee would like permission from the Selectmen to ask the 
General Contractor for a credit for the sum involved.

Both 
Mr. and Mrs. MacDonald appeared th this hearing - there were no objectors.

Mr. Howes: "Why don't we file Bill to amend Water Liens.

Electric Yo. to locate one (1) 
pole on BOSTON-WORCESTER TURNPIKE, at a point approximately 761 
feet east of State Highway Marker S 30 80 17, and to relocate 
one (1) pole on WOODLAND ROAD from station 26+69 north easterly 
to station 26#69 north easterly to station 26+85. 


No one appeared to object to any of the above Petitions. It was unanimously 
VOTED: that all above-named Petitions granted. 


8:35 P.M. Then appeared members of the Planning Board, including, Sumner . 

W. Elton. Napoleon Barber, Chairman, Richard H. McCarthy, (Gardner 
Alden, also a member, appeared at 8:4h P.M.). and a very lengthy discussion 
ensued, relative to lots #28 and #29, as shown on a sub-division plan of land 
Inown as “Woodland £states" presently owned by A. Falone & Sons, Inc. 
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The Board strongly feels that since these lots #28 and #29 are not facing 
an "accepted way” they, as a Zoning Board, cannot grant Zoning Permits on 
same. The Zoning Board also feels that the Planning Board has approved 
certain situations where houses have been built on non-accepted ways, and 
should not have been allowed, to be sold. 


Mr. Bartolini questioned the Planning Board on why it sets certain rules 
and then changes them. 


Sub-Division entitled "Fiddler's Green" again discussed, also “Southboro 
Farms" believed to be presently owned by Wilmington Devebpment or Randadl. 
Construction or Waltham Door and Window Companies. It is felt by the Board 
that certain rules have been set, by the Planning Board, for one party to. 
follow and, even though circumstances are similar or the same, another par- 
ty has to adhere to different regulations. The Board informed the Planning 
Board that Mr. Murhphy (owner of Fiddler's Green) was not going to get any ~ 
more permits signed because of the drainage situation existing on his pro- 
perty. 


The sub-division of Mr. Kenneth Whitehead, known as "Pheasant Run" discussed. 
The Board feels there is a drainage condition existing on this property, - | 
which is located on Parkerville Road. (Land formerly of Hilco Homes, Inc.) 

It was brought out that "there wasn't even a Preliminary Pkan concerning 
Whitehead." 


The removing of loam from properties in Southborough briefly discussed. The 
Board feels there should be some kind of inspection made when properties are 
being 'loamed', to see just how much loam is being replaced. 


9:14 P.M. Selectmen's mail opened and read to Board by the Chairman. 


The unsightly condition of the Robert N. Beckett property, located on Corda- 
ville Road discussed. According to letter as received from the Town Counsel, 
the law relating to abandoned automobiles is contained in Section 22B of 
Chapter 90 and provides that "anyone who abandons a motor vehicle on a private 
way, public way, or property other than his own, without the permission of 
the owner or lessee of said property, shail be punished by a fine of not less 
than $100.90 or more than $500.00." According to Town Counsel, if Mr. Beckett 
is the owner or lessee of the property there is little the Board can do. 


VOTED: that Mr. Beckett be asked to remove the old wehicles on his property 
within the next ten days, and that letter, as signed by the Board 
members, be delivered by the Chief of Folice to said Beckett. 


Dump situation briefly discussed woth the Town Counsel, who stated that he

Then appeared Mr. Kenneth Whitehead and a lengthy discussion ensued relative 
to his sub-division on Parkerville Road, concerning lots facing Parkerville, 
drainage, etc. Mr. Whitehead was told that he had installed the “wrong-sized" 
pipe and did he correct this condition? 


Mr. Whitehead: "No, it has not been corrected, it has been brought to my 
attention by Leo, basically. Mr. Whitehead further stated: 
"water going nowhere--ditch itself going nowhere." 


The Board irformed Mr. Whitehead that it had received complaints that the 
water from his land is not running through the pipe, but down onto neigh- 
boring driveways. 


Mr. Whitehead: "Went over and checked, and no one admits to complaining." 
"Leo has been over on the job and never said anything." Mr. Whitehead 
stated that he put in some temporary pipe and told Leo he "would be back 
down in Southborough as soon as I finish Northborough project." 


Chairman St. Maurice told Mr. Whitehead that all land is much lower than 
street. According to Mr. Whitehead, "it is not lower than street--it used 
to be below grade.”

Mr. Bartolini asked Mr. Whitehead if he was going through with his sub- 
division and was told "maybe next year." Mr. Whitehead was told he would 
have to connect the temporary pipes, that if he (Whitehead) takes out tem- 
porary pipes, he will have to install the size of pipe, as recommended by 
the Highway Superintendent. 


The selling of loam, by Mr. Whitehead questioned by the Board. Mr. White- 
head stated that said loam was on his own property. |

Mr. Holmes stated that what he had written in the report “was the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but the truth." p 


It was brought out that Animal Inspector, Sereno W. Johnson instructed Mrs. 
Deschenes to have her dog restrained. 


Mrs. Deschenes told the Board that she had had the dog for two (2) years, 
that there have been children in her yard off and on and the dog had not 
bitten any of them. Mrs. Deschenes also pointed out that the milk man comes 
and goes and the dog has not, at any time, bitten him.

Turnpike." These gentlemen stated that the main requirements facing them 
are area and water utilities. They also stated that water will also have 
tobe discharged, that question is where will such water be deposited? The 
possibility of using the "Davco" land on Break Neck Hill Road, discussed. 
Mr. Barber reminded all present that this particular area was contemplated 
to be rezoned for commercial purposes and met with "terrific resistance." 


Dr. Stone brought to the attention of all, the inactive pumping station, 
which is located on the Turnpike. 


Chairman Bartolini questioned the number of gallons of water that could be 
drawn from the M.D.C. 


Mr. Baker, Water Superintendent stated that no decision had been made at all 
regarding this matter, that the Town is permitted 1,000,000 gallons per day. 
Chairman Bartolini feels that a million gallons of water per day could be 
taken from the Hultman Aquaduct. Mr. Baker further stated that some days 

the Town uses 600,000 gallons of water per day, other days as much as 800,000 
gallons per day. 


Selectman St. Maurice feels that there is still a possibility that the Town 
can draw more water out of the Sudbury River. 


There is also another question in the mind of Polaroid, whether or not water 
as drained off can be kept.fresh. 


Dr. Stone asked how many employees Polaroid would be requiring? Mr. Bradshaw 
answered: "This has not been determined." — 


Mr. Bradshaw asked: "What are your arrangements with the M.D.C., as far as 
how the water is purchased--through the Town or.M.D.C. 
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Mr. Baker answered, "no one can sell water in Southborough except the Water 
Department." 


9:05 PM. Selectman Banks returned to the office at this time, but left 
again. 


It was brought out that Mr. lowle of the M.D.C. is to be approached con- 
cerning the question relative to teking more water, etc, from the Reservoir. 


Mr. Bradshaw again cautioned all that this discussion was “preliminary” and 
"confidential." 


9:15 P.M. Both Mr. Bradshaw and Mr. Ingram left office at this time, expres- 
sing their thanks to all concerned of the co-operation given. 


9:20 P.M. The Board then discussed with the Industrial Development Commission 

and the Planning Board's Chairman, the sub-division known as 
"Partridge Hill" as owned by G. Arnold Haynes, located on the West side of 
White Bagley Road, overlooking the Reservoir. (This sub-division was former- 
ly known as "Reservoir Heights.") Mr. Baker, water Superintendent also pre- 
Sent, stated that water has already been taken to this sub-division. 


It was brought out that there are sevénty-two (72) units to apartment house, 
as proposed. (Here Chairman Bertolini showed all present an artist's drawing 
of the proposed apartment house, which, according to said drawing, is located 
on top of the hill).

The Town Counsel then quoted, in part, Chapter lll of the General Laws, 
Section 158, which states, in part, "seleetmen of towns having a population 
of five thousand of less may license suitable persons to keep more than 
four horses in specified buildings or places within their-respective towns 
and may revoke such licenses.at plessure," etc. 


Mre Horne told the Board that his proposed business is to be a "partial 
ownership." Selectmen St. Maurice asked Mr. Horne, "Are you going to own 
horses or pay an instructor?" 


Mr. Horne answered, "Right." 
Selectman Banks to Mr. Horne “Whose barn is that going to be in?" 
Mr. Horne: “Mr. Pricets."” 


8:55 P.M. Then appeared Mre Ve. A.. Marcello of Clemmons Street who complained 
of the odor of horses as owned by Mr. Frar.cis Pessini of Pine Hill 
Road. Mre Marcello also complained of "flies“ which according to 

him, comes from said horses as owned by said Pessini. Mr. Marcello stated 

that he had to keep his windows in the kitchen and dining rooms closed 

because of said flies and odor. Mre Marcello further stated that the 

horses are too close to his house, that "I tried to talk to Mr. Pessini — 

e-it is of no avail to talk to him." "This is my last resort." 
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Selectman St. Maurice questioned Mr. Marcello on how much land he owns 
and was told about two (2) acres, and that Mr. Pessini also owns about 
this same acreage of land. 


Mre Bartolini: "Didn't you people put that reconstruction?" 


Mr. Marcello: "I had to buy two (2) acres." Mr. Marcello stated there 
wes never anything mentioned about horses. 


Mr. Howes: "I don't see any reason why a man can't keep a horse if he 
wants to.” | | 


Mr. Marcello again stated that he was objecting to the odor, that he 
couldn't open the windows. : 


Mr. Howes: "7J would think that would be the Board of Health." 


Mr. Marcello spoke about a "tarpaper shack” "practically in our backyard, 
I had no conception that would appear--I think it is detrimental to our 
neighborhood." 


9:05 P.M. Then appeared Robert Wilcox, Correspondent for the Marlboro 
Enterprise. 


Mr. Howes: "It is a private nuisance--I don't think the Town would enter 
into it--it wouldn't have anything to do with the Selectmen." 
Mr. Howes further states, "I think the Board of Health would 
be the place to go." 


Mr. Marcello again referred to the "shack". (Here the Board questioned 
as to whether or not Mr. Pessini had a permit for said "shack". Mr. 
Marcello stated that when Mr. Pessini built the "Shack" he told him 
(Marcello) that it was a 'temporary!' type building. 


Chairman Bartolini then told Mr. Marcello that the only advice the Board 
can give at this time is for him to go to the Board of Health, that t he 
Board would investizate and see if Mr. Pessini has a Permit for the 
"shack".

The Board discussed the restraining of the Deschenes! dog with the Town 
Counsel. Mr. Bartolini told the Town Counsel of Mrs. Deschenes! telephone 
call tonight, and of the Order as sent her with the stiuplations thereon. 
Chairman Bartolini told Mr. Howes that there were two dogs involved, as 
owned or harbored by the Deschenes and Tracy's of Woodland Road, and of 
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the letter of complaint as received from Mr. Arthur Holmes. Mr.

8:00 P.M. Present: Chairman Louis Je Bartolini, Selectmen, Donald R. Banks 
and Arthur Je Ste Maurice. Also Mrs. Patricia Boyle, and a Mr. 
"Chapman" correspondents for the Worcester Telegram and Gazette 
and the Marlboro Enterprise, respectively. 


Mr. Michael Gulbankian, who was also present, at this time, requested per-= 
mission to build a greenhouse. Mr. Bartolini, who had checked the zoning by= 
law on this matter under Section IV, Paragraph lf, which states, in part, 

"In Residence A, B, and C Districts the following uses are permitted: 

Farm, orchard, greenhouse” etc., cautioned Mr. Gulbankian that he would be 
required to take percolation tests and to get in touch with the Building 
Inspector. | . | 


The Board of Selectmen then duly signed a “Permit to Use, Open, Obstruct or 
Occupy Public Ways” in this case its being Cordaville Road and Mount Vickory, 
for Mr. Gulbankian to move two houses on Route 9, as mentioned in the pre= 
ceeding week's Minutes. | 


Also, at this time was present: Mre Ralph Gray, Chairman of the Personnel 
Board, and Mr. Kenneth Clark, newly appointed member to said Board, as well 
as Mrs. Ida McHugh, Clerk to said Board. A few minutes later appeared the 
Messrs. Edward Phair and Cyril Krenzer, also newly-appointed member to the 
Personnel Board. | 


Chairman Bartolini then gave a resume of what has transpired to date, re- 
lative to Group Insurance for Town Employees, stating that the Advisory 
Committee is going to attempt a meeting with the Bureau of Accounts, that 
until such time as his Board hears from the Advisory Committee, its re=- 
sults of said meeting, his Board cannot do anything. It was admitted that 
the Board of Selectmen had committed itself, since contracts were already 
awarded. Mr. Bartolini further explained that the Boston Mutual is willing 
to accept a payment of $200.00, and would carry us through until the Special 
Town Meeting in September, but that the Blue Cross and Blue Shield could 

not carry us through, but will have to receive a payment by the First of 
July, of the Town's portion to bepaid. Mr. Bartolini continued by stating 
that there will have to be three (3) payments of approximately Four Hundred 
Dollars plus per payment, esch month, thet he spoke to the Advisory Committee 
who tentively agreed that this money would be set aside in the Reserve Fund, 
unless something better “comes out of tomorrow's mesting™ when said Advisory 
Committee meets with the Bureau of Accounts. 


Selectman St. Maurice explained to Mr. Krenzer what has transpired concerning 
Group Insurance for Town Employees, and the reasons why, at the present time, 
we do not have the moniés necessary to pay for same. 


Mr. Bartolini told the Personnel Board that if the Tax rate had not been set 
by the Board of Assessors, the Town could have gone directly to the Bureau 
of Accounts for the money, that the Town is obligated under Chapter 3cB. 

Mr. Clark questioned what would happen if the Town does not vote the money, 
and was told by Selectman Banks thet said money does not have to be voted. 
Selectman St. Maurice stated that if Mr. Clark reads 32B, he would realize 
the interpretation is that it is the responsibility of the Selectmen to 

set up the macnins. 
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8:15 P.M. Then appeared Town Counsel, Mr. Alfred W. Howes 


The Board discussed the Group Insurance situation with the Town Counsel, 
who stated that when the Town voted in Chapter 32B, that such vote required 
an expenditure of money since same authorized the Selectmen to enter into ms 
contracts, and to carry out such vote.

Bartolini reminded his Board that it had "moved" that no elected officials 
was to be placed on the Group Insurance lists, but that he now feels this 
particular Official, according to the Statute, qualifies, and that his Board 
would like to have an opinion from the Town Counsel. It was further brought. 
out that this Elected Official earns a Salary of Twelve Hundred Dollars a 
year from the Town.

faults" 


Mr. Howes reviewed how the ‘own voted the sum of $12,000 down. Mr. St. Maurice 
then stated that there was a new law relative to the taking of land by Eminent 
Domain. Mr. Howes told the Board that now, if the Town wishes to take land 

by eminent domain, it has to hire an appraiser first, go to Town meeting take 
a vote and then pay the appraiser. Mr. Howes stated, "I don't think an Asses- 
sor is qualified." (meaning to be an appraiser) It was brought out that all 
articles pertaining to Eminent Domain, must come through the Board of Sslect- 
men. 


"Before it comes to a Town Meeting, it should come to this office," stated

Mr. Howes: "Before you can even consider making a taking, you will have to 
have a Town Meeting, and appropriate money for the purpose of 
land-taking."

Chief 
Mattioli further brought out in his letter that one of these boys had 
damaged one of the cruisers belonging to the State Police, and that 
"they want Southboro to prosecute the owners of the Southboro Country 
Store on the liquor violation". Chief Mattioli made statements again 
to the Board of Selectmen, as mentioned above, and that the "subject" 
stated that he knew Mrs. St. Maurice who is his “home room" teacher. 
Chief Mattioli stated that the subject also stated that “she knows 
that he wasn't old enough to get the liquor™. Chief Mattioli reported 
that the Framingham Police knows that he, as Chief, has taken steps in 
this case, that "this is not the first time I have warned them about 
the same thing. I even got a card from this office and I gave it to 
her talling her before you sell anything, you ask these fellows about acs 
this card. Have them show you this card." Chief Mattioli continued, 

"She said at that time she was told, but not to sell to anybody 
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unless they had a yellow license..when anybody showed a yellow license, 
she didn't look.at the card to see the color of their hair. : 


Chairman Bartolini: "Did the boys. say the store was crowded?" 
Chief Mattioli: “Boy said I have been there before and got it." 


Chairman Bartolini: “How oldwas this boy?" 
Chief Mattioli: ‘“Eighteen". 


Chairman Bartolini: “Is this the first offense these boys have had?* 
Chief Mattioli: "I don't know." | 
Chairman Bartolini then spoke briefly of a "similar case” which came 

before the Board. 


Chairman Bartolini: "Have you had any complaints on this store before?" 

Chief Mattioli: "Just one. 

Chairman Bartolini: “This woman is an elderly woman?" 

Chief Mattioli: ‘I talked to her. I talked to Arthur. They made the 
statement they didn't buy as long as he was around." 


Mr. St. Maurice explained that most of the purchases have been made 
when he had gone to supper, that there have been two cars in the 
parking lot.

Mr. St. Maurice stated that he told 
his Mother not to sell any liquor to anyone unless he can properly 
identify himself.

It was brought out that a “Miss McNally" was checking 
on some of these boys who are getting very poor marks and wondered 
why they were so groggy- One of them had purchased liquor at the 
Southboro Country Store.

Selectman Banks and Chairman Bartolini feel that, if neces- 
Sary, a request to transfer funds from the Eb & D. Account will be made to 
the Bureau of Accounts.
